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RIVING along Prime Minister did

The 
syndicated article by Westbrook Peg- 
ler has just been released, and I am 
given to understand that article went 
into hundreds of prominent newspa- 
pers here in the United States, which 
subscribe to his column. If there are 
that many, then the circulation must 
be enormous. Students from every 
State in the Union are sending this 
article to me, and while there was 
nothing too bad in the article, Mr. 
Pegler did give the insinuation to the 
world that this whole Movement is 
but a “money- -making racket.” That 
hurts a bit. Not too much, for I never 
care too much what is written when 
the writer does not take the trouble 
to find out at first hand about what 
he is Writing,

Power of Love” for this title and 
this article was suggested by what I 
heard over the radio in my car just 
yesterday. It was a religious pro- 
gram giving recorded hymns, and as 
I switched on, these words fell on my 
ears— 


“Love lifted me, Love lifted me, 
When nothing else could help, 
LOVE LIFTED ME.” 


The lifting Power of love had not 
yet been measured. It has not yet been 
fully grasped. For to grasp what love 
is, is to grasp what God is. The two 
are bound together so that they are 
inseparable. Love will do what noth- 
ing else can do, because, as I say, 
Love and the Spirit of God are almost 
one and the same thing. The great 
Spirit which is God is, of course, 
many things besides love. But the 
first and primary attribute of God, 
must be, and is—Love. 

If these warring nations would but 
love each other, or manifest love in 
their lives in any degree at all, there 
would be no continuation of this 
ghastly war. But they do not love each 
other. Love is not in their make-up. 
Hate is there. And as long as hate is 
there, the war will continue. The lift- 
ing Power of Love can never be man- 
ifested with a musket. It might be 
manifested around the conference 
table, and I take off my hat to Queen 
Wilhelmina of the Netherlands, who 


knows full well that Love can end 
thio naanflint 


plainly showed Hit- 
ler that instead of 
hating him, he loved 
him.

You will see now why I sent so 
many “Psychiana Spiritual Awaken- 
ing” circulars around the world, ask- 
ing everyone to visualize a picture 
of Hitler, and then send him thoughts 
that “The Spirit of God will bring 
your downfall.”

city where heretofore they derided it. 

Had it not been for the Love which 
is God in my whole make-up, this 
Movement never would have been 
born I assure you. Had it not been 
for an intense longing to find and 
know the truths of God, I should not 
be here today writing this message 
on the “Lifting Power of Love” to 
you. For I could very easily be work- 
ing somewhere in more simple 
phases of life. I could very easily be 
working somewhere for three times 
the bit of money this corporation 
pays me. But, beloved, money is not 
in my picture at all. Of course I need 
to take in enough money to pay all 
bills and grow as we are growing, 
but what sort of a man would I be 
if I let money ke the controlling fac- 
tor in this Movement? You cannot 
have a heart full of love either for 
God or humanity and love money. 
You cannot be in the service of God, 
and love anything outside of the 
work of God. I can’t. Maybe you can, 
but I cannot do that. 

I’m just afraid sometimes, in my 
weaker moments, that I shall not 
live up to my best opportunities. I’m 
so afraid, sometimes, that I shall 
make the wrong move. And then, in 
my stronger moments, I smile at 
such thoughts. I know, and my Stu- 
dents know that the Infinite Love 
which is God is behind me. I know 
my message is true. Therefore, away 
to the four winds goes every thought 
of negativity. In comes Love. I know 
that through this humble Movement, 
Love will lift the world from its 
present morass of hate, to God. 

The lifting Power of God is the 
only thing which has never yet been 
tried on these perilous world condi- 
tions. Every conceivable man-made 
scheme has geen tried. But not the 
“Lifting Power of Love.” That has 
never been tried. Some day it will be. 

I should here like to advance a bit 
of unasked-for advice to all religious 
organizations, if they will take it. 
It will make their work so much 
more effective. It will help them to 
help me bring to humanity the sim- 
ple plain truths of the Realm of the 
Spirit of God. And God knows, and 
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you know, and the churches know 
that this whole world is dying for 
just a bit of the Love which is in the 
Spirit of God. I shall say to those 
well-meaning men and women of our 
churches—do not hold up to men and 
women any threat of any sort. Do 
not tell them that unless they believe 
in the name of Jesus Christ or of any 
other of the score of world’s cruci- 
fied saviors they shall be damned. 
Do not tell them that God, in His 
infinite mercy and wisdom, created 
man in such a depraved condition 
that it became necessary for God to 
go to a cross to save mankind from 
“the curse” or from “hell-fire’’ and 
from other things just as bad. Don’t 
tell people that unless they believe 
on the name of any crucified God, 
they shall be lost. If you would be 
successful in your ministry, and if 
you would bring men and women to 
a knowledge of the actual presence 
of God, then preach the Love of the 
Spirit of God. Preach its “Lifting 
Power.” Preach its Power to come 
into human lives, here and now, con- 
sciously, and to supply those lives 
with everything they can possibly 
need here and now. 

Tell them that it is not necessary 
for them to believe in either the 
virgin Mary, the Pope, the Metho- 
dist church, and tell them further 
that God—the Great Infinite Spirit, 
God—actually and literally exists in 
every human body, just awaiting the 
realization of that Great Presence 
there. You'll get a lot farther I 
promise you. Crosses will not save 
anyone. “Crucified gods” cannot save 
anyone either. Resurrections never 
yet saved anyone or brought to any- 
one the actual Presence of God. Re- 
gardless of the setting, whether the 
crucifixion occurred in the middle 
of two thieves or, as the Mexican 
bible has it, with a lamb on one 
side and an elephant on the other, 
the crucifixion story will drive men 
away from God, not draw them. And 
that is exactly what it is doing today. 
Were there no crucifixion story, your 
churches would be filled. You can 
fill them any time you care to ky 
preaching, as I do, the actual Pres- 
ence and Power of the Realm of the 
Spirit of God in human lives. You 
cannot win this world any other way. 
Nor can you save your religion, if 
indeed a religion which teaches those 


things should be saved. 

But in preaching the Spirit of Go 
in a human life, you see, you pread 
the Love of God in a human life 
You can win men and women thi 
way. You can’t win men and wome 
to God by parading round th 
streets in a black hood with a cruci! 
fix or a string of beads round you 
neck. You can’t bring the truths oi 
the infinite God to this world “by 
way of the cross.” For that has been 
tried. And it has failed. And it wil 
fail more in the future than it has 
failed in the past. But preaching 
the Power of the Spirit of God in 
human lives here and now will never 
fail. Why in ten short years, one 
useless man, imbued and endowel 
with the Power of the Spirit of God, 
has been able to bring into existence 
a Movement which has already been 
skyrocketed into international prom- 
inence, and which, large magazines 
say “will have to be reckoned with.” 
It will. Why ?—because men and wo- 
men, preachers and priests, Catholic 
and Protestant faiths both alike 
know that the Power of the Spirit 
of God is behind this Movement. It 
could not bring to pass in humal 
lives what it does bring to pass, were 
it otherwise.

True religion does not stand on morality 
or on anything else except the abiding 
Spirit of God in the life.

You see here in this letter, the 
writings of one who actually wants 
to know the fullness of the Power 
of God, but who cannot know that 
Power because he believes that Jesus 
Christ was God. He forgets that a 
Score of other religions have their 
own peculiar crucified Gods also, 
and each one considers its own “cru- 
clfjed god” to be the “only true 
god. Every system of religion in 
existence teaches its followers that. 
It couldn’t hold them if it told them 
that there had been a dozen other 
crucified gods” before theirs was 


ever heard from. It would take the 
truth out of the story, so the ex- 
istence of these other “crucified 
gods” is very carefully concealed 
by those who hold to a belief in any 
crucified god.

ing in detail the religious history 
of those countries, why, they never 
even heard of Jesus Christ or the 
miraculous things which the Chris- 
tian tells us followed after him. 

The only place Jesus Christ ever 
existed was in the traditions and 
superstitions of the church. And 
the sooner the church gets rid of 
its “crucified god? and gets a 
Living Spirit of God, the sooner 
will it begin its task of bringing to 
the world the truths of God. For 
this is, or should be, expressly the 
work of the church, if we are to 
believe what it says. I wish it 
would relieve me of a bit of my 
responsibility. But it won’t—at least 
not yet. And yet I don’t know. Last 
Sunday I was speaking in a church 
in Oakland, Calif. and in December 
I am to speak in a church in Seattle, 
Wash. And that’s going some I can 
assure you. It is the very first time 
I have ever been invited to speak 
in any church. It may be the open- 
ing wedge by means of which I can 
tell the truths of a Living God to 
a church which has nothing more 
than a “dead” or “crucified” god— 
if that be possible. I hope so. I 
love the church. I was born and 
raised in it. I shall always love it. 
If I didn’t love it I wouldn’t be 
trying so hard to bring the truths 
of God to it. Necessity will force it, 
sooner or later, to accept the truths 
of God as we are presenting them 
to the world, for there are no other 
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truths of God. May the day soon 
come when the churches will open 
their closed doors to me. We shall 
see life among the dead bones then.

HARBOR LIGHTS --- 


1 AM writing this to you from my 

room in a Hotel in Seattle. I have 
been over here for several days and, 
this evening, I saw the ‘“harbor- 
lights”. of this wonderful City on 
Puget Sound. Those “harbor-lights,” 
flitting across the Sound, reminded 
me of the lives of my Students. Some 
of these lights were stationery. They 
came from the thousands of homes 
in which thousands of little “ants” 
called human beings dwell. 

But many of these lights came to 
me from ferries, steamers, and little 
fishing boats. They shimmered and 
gleamed in the dusk, but, ever moving 
towards their destination. One of 
these boats was a ferry boat, bound 
for the naval station at Bremerton, 
Wash. Another was the steamer go- 
ing to Victoria, B. C. Still others of 
these moving “harbor-lights” were 
mackerel boats, going to the San Juan 
Islands for their cargo of fish. 

And as I stood there on the dock, 
watching the scene, I saw the great 
insignificance of us all. We don’t 
really amount to very much when 
compared with the whole scheme of 
nature—do we? Yet, each one of the 
lives designated by these “harbor- 
lights” whether moving or stationery, 
can put itself under the complete 
domination and care of a pilot who 
can take that little life safely to its 
destination. 

Before the “Princess Victoria” 
left her berth, she had on board a li- 
censed pilot. This man, plus his 
charts, will take that ship safely into 
its harbor in Victoria, B. C., and 
then on to Vancouver, B. C. Makes 
no difference whether he can see the 
way or not. Makes no difference 
whether the voyage is made by day- 


light or at night. Makes no difference 
what the condition of the sea may be, 
that pilot will bring that vessel 
safely to port. And the harbor-lights 
will guide him. 

There was a “drinking-party” pi) 
the room next to mine last night. It 
kept up most of the night. I couldn't 
sleep. On two occasions some strang- 
ers knocked at my door seeking ad- 
mittance. The disturbance kept up 
all night. These poor deluded souls | 
were seeking something, they knew 
not what, yet they. were seeking it 
just the same. They never found it. 
What they did find was a sense of 
remorse. A thwarted hope. For that 
sort of thing never finds anything 
worth finding.

And just as these 
souls on these steamers and ferries 
trust themselves in the hands of their 
respective pilots, so also could these 
poor deluded individuals trust their 
lives in the hands of the Great Pilot 
if the knew enough to do that. 

For the Pilot lives. It is the Spirit 
of God. It has neither hands nor 
feet. It does not come in bodily form.

N a Movement which has as much 
I ahead of it as this “Psychiana” 
Movement has, it is essential that 
there be a strong bond of union be- 
tween all of our Members.

And I know for 
an absolute fact that many millions 
have read what we have written. 
And it has made its mark on their 
lives. Through the seed of thought 
which has been sown, our good peo- 
ple have begun to think for them- 
selves. And with thinking has come 
the first faint dawn of the truth. 
For years many of these good Mem- 
bers suspected that the last word 
about God had not yet been told, 
and as they have pondered on what 
we have written, they have thrown 
off the shackles of blighting religious 
superstition and tradition, and have 
found, in their place, the sublime 
truths of an Infinite God, which 
truths liberate all who come in con- 
tact with them. 

And this great work continues. 
And it will continue until all men 
know the truth of the present exist- 
ence of the Power of the Spirit of 
God. It will be a rather long and 
tortuous path until the day of the 
Fullness of the Spirit of God comes, 
but if there is unity of purpose 
amongst our Members, we shall be 
able to do our work very effectively. 


I am going to ask you all at this 
time, please do not attempt to come 
to Moscow to see us. We are swamped 
day and night, and it is absolutely 
impossible for either Dr. Tenney or 
myself to give much time to you per- 
sonally, if you do come. Of course, 
I understand the wonderful spirit of 
friendship and cooperation which 
may prompt you to want to see us, 
but I want to be alone. I have to be 
alone to think this whole thing out. 
I have to plan every move, and I 
cannot do it unless I spend most of 
my time alone. By “alone” I mean 
with God. For where I am, and where 
you are, there also is the Spirit of 
God. And it is that spirit which is 
guiding me. It is from the Realm of 
the Spirit of God in me and in you 
that I draw my inspiration. 

So you will realize the magnitude 
of the work placed on my shoulders 
I am sure. Many have come to Mos- 
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cow, and have not been able to see 
me. They have left, very much diš- 
appointed. Some of them may have 
received the impression that I did 
not want to see them. That is not 
true. I want to see you all. I love you 
all. But, to plan and engineer a Move- 
ment as vast as this Movement is, 
is something which requires con- 
stant reliance upon God, and I can- 
not fully rely on God if I cannot 
spend most of my time in communion 
with God. 

I don’t mean by that, that I spend 
my time on my knees trying to cajole 
out of God something we need. Its 
been so long since I was on my 
knees that I have forgotten when it 
was. I have no time for telling God 
what I want, nor has God any time 
to listen to what I might have to 
say. There are more important 
things than that in the offing. This 
world has to have brought to it the 
truths of God. God knows that and 
I know it. There is a mutual pact of 
agreement between God and myself, 
and we waste no time in “praying,” 
etc. I know that God lives. God knows 
that I live. God lives in me and I 
live in God. There is, therefore, a 
mutual understanding between us. 
The Spirit of God gives me the in- 
spiration, and I, in turn, pass it on 
to you. 

What I want you to do is to have 
the same unity of purpose which I 
have. You do, in your locality, what 
we are doing here. Talk “Psychiana” 
and live “Psychiana.” Go to the ed- 
itor of your local paper and tell him 
about the Movement. Speak to others 
about it. Get in touch with other 
Members in your locality, for there 
are many of them, and then set aside 
certain days on which to meet at 
each other’s homes. Invite others. 
Send their names and addresses to 
us here in Moscow, and above all, 
stay quiet several times daily, look 
up into the face of the Spirit of God, 
and smile the sweet smile which 
comes as a result of having complete 
and perfect confidence in that Realm 
of God. 

Recognize the fact that God lives 
in you, is instantly available to you, 
and, when you have done that, sup- 
port this Movement to the very best 
of your ability. I want to be able 
to make our coast-to-coast tour short-

“Polish fews 


Reports are being sent to me de- 
scribing the terrible plight of Jews 
in Poland. Epidemics, of which ty- 
phoid and pneumonia have been very 
widespread, are said to be raging in 
Warsaw and Dublin. The epidemics 
have spread rapidly, particularly. 
amongst the Jews, as a result of 
over-crowding, malnutrition, lack of 
food and adequate clothing for pro- 
tection against the intense cold. Lit- 
tle medical aid is available and Jews 
are excluded from all public hospitals. 
They are also forbidden to buy 
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clothes, shoes, or white bread. No 
coal is supplied to them, with the 
result that they are obliged to use 
for firewood what furniture they 
may be fortunate enough to possess. 
May God pity the men and the insti- 
tutions responsible for this condition 
no matter who they are. 

What an opportunity those who 
profess to know God have to put their 
knowledge of God to a real test. I 
wish every member of every religious 
organization in existence would for- 
get all about the paganism in their 
religious theories, and, finding the 
Power of the Spirit of God in their 
own lives, would combine to throw 
the Power of the Spirit of God against 
such dastardly conditions as exist in 
Europe. I don’t know where the 
blame lies. I don’t care. I know that 
the Spirit of God is big enough, if 
given a chance, to step into this pic- 
ture and bring peace out of it.
